L GENERAL AND SHORT TITLE AND 
COMMEN CEMENT 

These Regulations may be called ‘‘The National 
Doordarshan Awards Regulations” and shah regulate 
the Awards instituted from 1990 with reference in 
programmes produced in 1989 

2. AIMS AND OBJECTS 

The National Doordarshan Awards aim at raising 
the standards and quality of Doordarshan produc¬ 
tions and encouraging outside producers to produce 
television progranunes of aesthetic excellence and so¬ 
cial relevance at the National and Regional levels. 

3. DEHNITION 

In the.se Regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires :— 

(a) “Directorate” means Directorate General, 

T>oordarshan and “Director General’ means 
Director General, Doordarshan 

(b) “Aw^ards” means National Dourdarshan Aw¬ 

ards. 

(c) “Producer” includes an Individual Producer 

fboth staff producer and out.side prodnccrsl 
production companies). 

(d> Definitions of “Categories of Programmes'’ 
are given in the Schedule IV. 

4. ORGANISERS 

The National Doordarshan Awaids will be orga¬ 
nised by the Directovatc, General, Doordarshan on 
behalf of the Government of India. 

5. SECTIONS 

The National Doordarshan Awards will have two 
types of competitive section-s’ ; — 

(a) Best Production Awards ; and 

(b) Individual Excellence Awards. 

6. BEST PRODUCTION AWARDS

Production Awards will be given hire given in 
Schedue T to these Regulations. 


7. The Individual Excellence Awards v.-ill be given 
in the programme areas and categories as given in 
Schedule It to these Regulations. 

8. ELIGIBILITY 

The following are the conditions for the eligibility 
of entry for the Competition i— 

(a) Only those Television Programmes, Tele 
Films, Tele-PlayslDramas, Documentaries, 
Sponsored Programmes, Public Service Com¬ 
munication messages etc. (whether produc¬ 
ed in house or by outside producerslproduc- 
lion companies) which have been specifical¬ 
ly made for telecast by Doordarshan and 
have been telecast during the specified cal¬ 
endar year, either on the National Network 
t>r from an individual Kendra, will be eli¬ 
gible for entry for the Award pertaining to 
the said year, 

(b) In the case of .serial, each epi.sode should 
not be less than 10 minutes range of 
duration. New clips and public service 
communication mes.sagcs can be of 4.'3 
seconds duration onward uplo maximum 
of 6 minutes. 

(c) In the case of Public Service Communica¬ 

tion Message, only those item.s which have 
already been telecast during the specified 
year duly recommended by the Department! 
M)ini,stries|Ageiicies will be considered for 
the competition. In the areas of Public Ser¬ 
vice Communication Messages, the commer¬ 
cial spots or advertisements will not be 
eligible for entry in hte competion. 

9. LAST DATE FOR RECEIPT OF ENTRY. 

Last date for receipt of the entry application along- 
with the tape in the National Doordarshani Awards 
Cell of the Directorate General, Doordar.shan shall 
be ammouncccl or communicated by lire Directorate 
General. 

It). PROCEDURE FOR SUBMISSION OF ENTRY 

(a) .MI the Doordarshan KendraslPPCs should sub¬ 
mit their entries of their programmes which have 
been produced and tel,;cas: from their Kendra or on 
the National Network in the prescribed entry form as 
in the Schedule ITT to these Regulations (in duplicate) 
to the National Doordarshan Awards Cell of the Direc¬ 
torate. Every Doordarshan Kendra is eligible to send 
maximum of two ,:ntncs in each category for the 
Best Production Award as well as the Individual Ex¬ 
cellence Award. The entry form in respect of a Door- 
darshaii Production should be aivariably signed by the 
Director of the KcndialHcad cf the Kendra. No entry 
from any individual member of Doordarshan staflf 
will be accepted Icntertained. 
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(b) The outside ProduccrslProduction companiesl 
agencies will submit their entries in the prescribed en¬ 
try form as in Schedule Ill (in duidicatc) alongwith.

(c) The proforma must be complete in all respects 
and should be accompanied by all material such as 
tapes, scripts, synopsis as mentioned below, failing 
which the entry is liable to be rejected by the Direc¬ 
torate. 

(d) (i) There will be no entry fee for the entries 

from the Doordarshan Kendras. 

(ii) A non-refundable entry fee of Rs. SOOj- 
(Rupces five hundred) only for outside pro¬ 
ducers jproductioii companies in the form of 
a crossed Demand Draft in favour of the 
Directgr General, Doordarshan, payable at 
the State Bank of India, Kasturba Gandhi 
Marg (Extension counter) at Mandi House, 
New Delhi'l 10001 will be payable along 
with the entry form. 

(e) Entries may be in any Indian language i.e. 
English, Hindi and the regional languages of the 
Kendra I PPG concerned. A .separate entry should be 
submitted for cab category of award in each sedion 
fas mentioned in para 5 of the Regilations) along¬ 
with prescribed entry fee, where applicable. 

(f) Each entry requiring script, as indicated in 
vSchedule 1 should bo accompanied by 5 (five) 
copies of the script each in English and Hindi if 
the language of the production is in Hindi or Eng¬ 
lish. If the language of the production is qthcr 
than English or]and Hindi, the entry .should be ac- 
compained by .‘i copies of the script in the language 
of the programme with 5 copies of the script trans¬ 
lated in English or Hindi. 

(g) Programmes produced in colour and black & 
white would be placed in tb.e same category for the 
purpose of Awards. 

fh) Entr'cr. should be scut oi ly on 3|4'’ U-matic 
(IjOW-hand or bigh-bandl video tapes only for 
screening by the Jury. 

(il In the case of TV serials, producers should sub¬ 
mit the synopsis of all the episodes (episode-wise) in 
English and Hindi alongwith the scripts of the episo¬ 
des being entered for the award. 

11. (a) The despatch detail of the tapes such as 
the title of the programmes, nunlber of tapes, mode 
of transport, consignment number etc. should bo 
communicated to the National Doordarshan Awards 
Cell at the Directorate General by telegram or 
telex. 

(b) In the ca^o of rntsido ProducersIProductioui 
companioslagencies, the cost of sending the tapes and 
other materials to the Divectorate, will be borne by 
the entrant. The cost of return freight charges will be 
home by Doordarshan. 

12. The Directorate General reserves the right to 
reject any entry, if the entry fofin is incomplete and 
the required material is not received by the prescrib¬ 
ed date alongwith the entry form. 


13. PROCEDURE FOR SELECTION 

(a) The jury will be appointed by the Director 
General, Doordarshan with the approval of Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting. There will be a 
maximum of six (6) juries for deciding the Awards. 
Each jury will comprise five members of which two 
will be ofiicial and the three non-officials including 
the Cliairman. 

(b) Awards in the two sections will be decided by 
the respective juries to be appointed and notified 
by the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, 
Government of India. 

(c) The Chairman of the jury may seek advice of 
experts in specialised areas, if and whenever neces¬ 
sary. 

14. Any person directly or indirectly associated 
with the production for any category of entry for the 
award shall not be eligible to serve on the jury for that 
particular category or group of categories. 

15. The juries shall determine their own mdiviciual 
working procedure. 

16. The order of ,Tsses.sing or viewing the entries 
will be determined by the respective jury. 

17. The quorum for the meeting of a jury shall be 
50 per cent of the member i of the concerned jury and 
the Chairman. They shall meet for us many days as 
necessary for it to complete its a.ssignment. 

18. The juries shall select the award winners and 
submit their reports ro ihe Directorate. 

19. The juries shall have the discrel’on to recom¬ 
mend that an award in any particular category may 
not be given, if they arc of the opinion that the en¬ 
tries in the category are not of the required standard. 

20. The Director General, Doordarshan andlor his 
nominee will be invariably present at the time of 
deliberations of the juries in order to pnwidc in for¬ 
mation jclarifications, if any, requhed by the juries, 

21. GENERAL. 

Award winners will be given prizes in cash, trop¬ 
hies and certificates as snecified in Schedule I and II 
to these Regulations. 

22. The decision of the Diiector General in res¬ 
pect of the matters covered by the Regulations and 
of the interpretation of these Regulations shall be 
final. 

23. Any entrant submitting an entry for the Award 

shall be deemed to have accepted to abide by these 
Regulations. ;
